The sliced roast lamb ($7.95) 
was well carved and pinkishly prepared 
and topped with river superior 
bearnaise sauce. don’t believe ever 
had tarragon with lamb before, but they 
make compatible couple. discreet 
quantity rice and some artful, 
translucent (but finally very plain) slices 
zucchini kept the entrees company.

The mysterious conversation with Gammal

would inaccurate describe Jim 
Kelly and Gammal friends. The 
mutual convenience. They’ve known each 
other for years. And the early they 
found themselves together the Massa- 
Kelly, Democrat, representing Oxford, 
town adjoining Worcester, and Gammal, 
Republican, from Worcester city dis- 
trict. 

Each man was the way up. the 
late Kelly had moved the state 
Senate, where 1971 was chairman 
the Senate Ways and Means Committee. 
Gammal, meanwhile, lieutenant 
Edward Brooke while was state at- 
torney general and later when en- 
tered the Senate, also wielded signifi- 
cant influence Beacon Hill and Re- 
publican circles. 

And 1969, soon after the inaugura- 
tion Richard Nixon, Gammal 
Brooke’s request the new Republican 
President was named regional ad- 
ministrator the General Services Ad- 
ministration, with responsibility for the 
entire federal bureaucracy New Eng- 
land. 

The ascendancy each politician of- 
fered advantages the other and from 
time time they did each other favors. 

Events brought them together again 
August 1976. the time, federal 
grand jury was completing investiga- 
tion into allegations that two state Sen- 
ate colleagues Kelly’s Lea- 
der Joseph DiCarlo (D-Revere) and As- 
sistant Minority Leader Ronald Mac- 
Kenzie (R-Burlington) had conspired 
1971 and ’72 extort $40,000 from the 
New York-based construction manage- 
ment firm McKee, Berger, Mansueto 
Inc. (MBM). 

Company officials had told federal in- 
vestigators that the money was paid after 
threats that special legislative commit- 
tee headed DiCarlo would produce 
report damaging the firm its probe 
role construction manager 
the $350 million campus the Univer- 
sity Massachusetts Columbia Point.

Bodybuilding probably the 
only sport whose purpose en- 
tirely aesthetic. most other 
sports, physical beauty wel- 
come but incidental effect the 
athlete’s skill. The peculiar way 
that Willie Mays ducked his left 
shoulder low the ground 
picked speed rounding sec- 
ond base was wonderfully sat- 
isfying expression style, but 
Mays’s intention that 
instant something beauti- 
ful. (If Mays’s moves weren’t 
functional well, couldn’t 
have gotten away with them for 
years.) But beauty the 
bodybuilder’s only goal even 


find the kind beauty be- 


lieves rather disgusting. The 
bodybuilder trairis for years, 
causing himself endless agony 
(muscles grow only when the tis- 
sue stretched and torn), end 
the result minute two 
anxious preening under hot 
lights, the end which the 
bodybuilder may learn that his 
Platonic ideal physical per- 
fection doesn’t conform what’s 
the judges’ heads. 


Suffering much for little, 
bodybuilders must share cer- 
tain understanding with each 
other that eludes the rest us. 
(Perhaps they are similar 
monks and other obsessive types 
who endure extremes self-mor- 
tification the service 
ideal.) Certainly re- 
gard them race apart. 
There’s freakishness about 
them that turns people off not 
just sexually, but morally. The 
bodybuilder Frankenstein 
who makes monster his own 
body. look those tortured 
veins rising swollen sea 
muscle and experience strange 
nausea: nature did not mean for 
experiment with our bod- 
ies quite radically. 

For the bodybuilding aud- 
ience, the weirdness the sport 
must basic part its ap- 
peal. Yet the purpose the doc- 
umentary Pumping Iron de- 
that anything go- 
ing on. Although it’s shrewdly 
constructed and often rather en- 
tertaining, Pumping Iron with- 
holds awful lot. The movie 
virtually ignores the spooky 
brotherhood-of-pain 
says nothing about bodybuild- 
ers objects erotic fantasy; 
gives little actual informa- 
tion about what happens the 
athletes’ bodies under stress 
they age. Directors George 
Butler and Robert Fiore have pro- 
duced, all things, film argu- 
ing that bodybuilders desire the 
same things everyone else 
(fame and money); that they are 
family men 
who appeal -women rather 
than men; that they think and 
train like other athletes. The 
portrait that emerges often 
comically banal: when aging 
contender loses competition, 
for instance, cries and calls 
his wife the telephone. Yet 
the strangeness the subject 
keeps sneaking in. The results 
are divided it’s film trying 
desperately square yet 
veering far out spite itself. 

The film uses the 1975 Mr. 
Olympia (world professional) 
contest Pretoria, South Afri- 
ca, loose narrative frame- 
work, deriving most its dra- 
matic interest from rather 
cruel contrast between the two 
major contestants: the glamour- 
ous Austrian champion, Arnold 


Schwarzenegger, 28, who rap- 
idly becoming celebrity 
America (he appeared Stay 
Hungry), and Louis Ferrigno, 24, 
Brooklyn all the way, bashful, 
harmless 270-pound boy who 
seems frightened just about 
everything. 

Schwarzenegger ob- 
viously the perfect man for new 
trend bodybuilding chic 
that seems have been 
Vogue editors. Handsome, ar- 
ticulate, charming, Schwar- 
zenegger, like Joe Namath 
Walt Frazier, exudes almost 
sensual enjoyment celebrity. 
suppose that the East Side 
and Back Bay types who are 
making him star, his brazen 
exhibitionism seems sexy. More 
important than that, he’s clean 
memory lonely struggles the 
garage, emanates from his ruth-. 
less self-confidence. Yet 
Schwarzenegger really what 
regulation jock-hero-stud, Mu- 
hammad Ali the posing ring? 

Like all good con men, 
Schwarzenegger has started out 
conning himself. seems 
believe that bodybuilding 
about the most glamorous occu- 
pation earth, and smiles 
engagingly that you don’t real- 
ize until later how mixed 
is. One minute says lifting 
weights like having contin- 
uous orgasms, and the next 
says it’s pure agony, that being 
champion depends solely ac- 
cepting greater and greater 
amounts pain. Orgasms 
pain? Isn’t that going look 
little odd the back cereal 
box? 

contrast the chap’s 
spooky glibness, Ferrigno’s 
dumb silence almost reassures. 
smile eludes 
us, but certainly know what 
Ferrigno is. collection scrap- 
book stills reveals shy, thin 
teenager, unattractive, hard 
hearing, mediocre athlete who 
stays until three every night, 
father, 


the muscle books.” The sadness 
Ferrigno’s life that even 
now, when he’s one the most 
world, still doesn’t get kick 
sand the bully’s face. 
Pumping Iron Ferrigno terror- 
ized Schwarzenegger, who 
psychs him out the cham- 
pionship through sheer in- 
timidation, and his own fa- 
ther, Matty Ferrigno, retired 
New York policeman whose 
dominating, palpably erotic love 
for his son the damnedest 
thing I’ve seen recent movies. 
Ferrigno drives his hapless son 
through agonizing physical con- 
tortions, pressures him into 
nearly bursting his heart for just 
one minute competition, 
greases his body and coos, 
“Louie, Louie, look the sym- 
metry you got. You’re like some- 
thing out Michelangelo, 
Louie, 

Perhaps it’s coincidence 
that the fathers both Schwar- 
zenegger and Ferrigno are re- 
tired policemen. Pumping 
too lazy interpret its subject, 
offer this unproven and prob- 
ably tactless notion own: 
the principal force motivating 
champion bodybuilders not 
narcissism, commonly sup- 
posed, but combination guilt 
and anger, combina- 
tion volatile and unappeas- 
able that forces the bodybuil- 
der retire terror from the 
world. His endless search for per- 
fect beauty perhaps also 
search for the perfect punish- 
ment. All which fancy way 
saying that bodybuilders are 
masochists although you 
would have struggle learn 
this from Pumping which 
about the most coy and con- 
fused piece hero worship 
years.

Then, usually the 
credits flash, are transported 
familiar American city where the 
incursion demonic forces can 
take place all but unnoticed. 
The Sentinel, the latest and 
probably ugliest these films, 
the setting Brooklyn and the 
requisite haunted young woman 
Cristina Raines, middling 
actress best remembered part 
the pop trio Nashville.

With the help detective Eli 
Wallach and classics prof Mar- 
tin Balsam, her lawyer boy- 
friend (Chris Sarandon, whom 
it’s still hard trust, especially 
around models) gets the bot- 
tom it: Raines has been se- 
lected, God knows why, re- 
place Carradine the sentinel 
the entrance hell (conven- 
iently located, like laundry 
room, the same building), and 
she now beset infernal bug- 
bears who want drive her 
suicide, that will land her 
their midst. 

This unusually deep wal- 
low Catholic canon, but in- 
stead rousing battle be- 
tween Good and Evil, director 
Michael (Death Wish) Winner 
offers only choice between the 
frying pan and the fire. creepy 
the demons are, they’re 
more forbidding than the priests. 

Hack that is, Winner des- 
perately attempts dress the

Sentinel ugly enough begin 
with. Its compositions are clut- 
tered and off-balance, its colors 
dim and cheap-looking, and the 
editing mess even the 
most kick 
off with lurid low-angle fish- 
eye shot. But Winner saves the 
worst for last. Perhaps can 
accept that half the marauders 
from hell are deceased mur- 
derers returning haunt 
Raines. But the rest the 
damned are depicted de- 
formed. Trying for the impact 
the last scene Tod Browning’s 
Freaks, Winner has consigned 
the physically defective eternal 
brimstone. (Or just that de- 
mons from hell happen look 
like earthly heteroclites? Either 


way, won’t wash.) Many 


these appear the real thing, 
not made-up actors. But their 
exploitation here adds The 
comic book scare- 
mongering, also helps make

Neil Simon and Jules Feiffer, an- 
tic angst the Keystone con- 
temporary comedy. John Guare, 
particularly inventive juggler 
the agony and the irony, 
best known for his House Blue 
Leaves, selected the New 
York Drama Critics the best 


American play the 1970-71 


season. His wackily discombob- 
ulated Marco Polo Sings Solo 
(about intergalactic sex, Ibsen 
and the 13th-century explorer) 
just opened New York luke- 
warm reviews. The similarly un- 
tidy Rich and Famous, which 
made its Manhattan debut 
year ago, has now shuffled its 
merry way Providence, and 
Trinity Square’s production 
incisive and imaginatively de- 
signed, chock-full frantic 
desperation the play’s sad- 


hopes. 

Guare has crumbled the saga 
failed playwright Bing Ring- 
ling into kooky but progres- 
sively more sinister vaudeville 
with almost Faustian pop- 
culture flavor. Most the play’s 
success-crazed characters have 
cufflinks, emblaz- 
oned “R” and “F,” the same 
Manhattan jokeshop. But ap- 
parently Bing has bought the 
wrong studs; winds re- 
jected and frazzled rather than 
rich and famous. Anatole Tor- 
ah, the eccentric composer with 
whom Ringling collaborating 
Homeric musical, The Od- 
iad, and Tybalt Dunleavy, his 
boyhood chum turned matinee 
idol, have the right R&F 
baubles, all right, but they have 
paid dearly for them. Torah 
devoid spirit that order 
recharge has jet off Ger- 
man “death bars,” the ultimate 
S&M saloons. And Dunleavy 
all but owned his Holly- 
woodish mentors, whose ad- 
vice has committed himself 
million-dollar suicide with the 
rights pre-humously sold Nor- 
man Mailer. 

Not that Guare wholly oc- 
cupied with his somewhat 
banal agony-of-victory, agony- 
of-defeat theme. Bits fanci- 
ful, unrelated nonsense bob 
his stream consciousness like 
colorful debris and surface his 
first act Rich and 
Famous seems particularly scat- 
tershot, with Bing Ringling ping- 
ing back and forth between en- 
counters, real imagined, with 
actors, producers, collaborators, 
even apprentice Hare Krish- 
and long-forgotten high 
school sweetheart who climbs 
out pastoral painting gur- 
gle over the supposed glamor 
his playwright’s life. 

admit general leer- 
iness plays about play- 
wrights, novels about novelists, 
and, since the advent Barry 
Manilow, music about music: 
the self-indulgence tends 
built in. And yet there cer- 
tainly milieu more appro- 
priate than showbiz for flim- 
flam examination fickle, 
‘ephemeral, manufactured, 
perately coveted Even 
character like Veronica Gulpp- 
Vestige, Bing Ringling’s crack, 
crippled producer, seems plaus- 
bile. Having grown bored with 
succession triumphs that in-

clude The Sound Music per- 
formed bare stage eluci- 
date “the bleakness Ameri- 
can joy,” Gulpp-Vestige cleaves 
the protagonist and his cache

Despite Guare’s silly prem- 
ises and his maddening ten- 
‘dency spread too much too 
thin, Rich and Famous 
with House Blue Leaves 
harebrained poignancy: Ring- 
ling’s bewilderment and des- 
pondency are authentic. One 
identifies with him, especially 
when makes the oh-so-famil- 
iar mistake slinking home 
Mom and Dad for comfort. 
scuffs across their shabby thres- 
hold into what once the sil- 
liest and truest scene the play. 
Mom and Dad are preposterous 
caricatures the sort parents 
who make their kids their raison 
d’etre and then demand recom- 
pense for the orthodontia and pi- 
ano lessons. your mouth 
and let see color 
Poor Bing stands their living 
room (decorated with his 
bronzed babyshoes, sneakers, 
even dipped wingtips) trying 
tell his parents he’s flop, and 


it’s excruciating. Dad blusters 


about Bing’s being their “sec- 
ond while Mom flutters 
with shopping cart full 
gifts she’s knitted for the critics 
opening. Blithely but militant- 
ly, they refuse entertain the 
notion his not becoming rich 
and famous. And when Bing pro- 
duces pistol and proceeds 
blaze away them frustra- 
tion, Mom smugly explains that 
“ordinarily would die, but 
they don’t give Pulitzer Prizes 
boys who kill their parents.” 
Guare may, Clive Barnes sug- 
gests, fantastic 
trees but his roots 
creep uncomfortably close 
home. 

Trinity treats Rich and Fam- 
ous jazzy, almost Brechtian 
vaudeville replete with tap- 
dancing cufflinks and cute mu- 
sic hall ditties. There deci- 
ded Cabaret flavor the enter- 
prise. And Robert Soule’s glint- 
ing, hard-edged subway station 
scenery with its looming 
streetlights, neon signs for 
“Goodrich Tires” and “Famous 
Franks” blinking the play’s ti- 
tle, and crazy accouterments 
that drop like Murphy beds from 


Richard Jenkins and Timothy Crowe Rich and Famous 


heaven callously, fittingly 
cartoonlike. Richard Jenkins 
plays Bing Ringling sympathet- 
ically, sort sincere sponge. 
And Timothy Crowe, Barbara 
Meek and Cynthia Strickland 
multiple duty his variously 
flamboyant foils. Crowe es- 
pecially effective the ur- 
banely suicidal Tybalt Dun- 
leavy and the aging, narcis- 
sistic Anatole Torah, whose per- 
sonality macabre his pre- 
tentions are risible. Crowe, like 
Guare, manages make you 
laugh and the same time 
make you nervous.

WORKING Studs Terkel.

Like the 1974. documentary 
book it’s based on, the Newbury 
Street Theatre’s Working 
powerful examination work- 
ing people America, 
trait laborers’ lives painted 
primary colors discontent, an- 
ger and complacency. What’s 
most extraordinary that 
unites elements sociological 
artifact, populist polemic and 
theatrical event while mira- 
culously sidestepping the count- 
less dangers that threaten am- 
bush along the way. 

Studs Terkel’s book inter- 
views with American workers 
fascinating material, but pre- 
sents some tricky problems. How 
you dramatize lengthy, unre- 
lated monologues? How you 
pare down life story without 
rendering generalized “wait- 
ress” And, giv- 
the book’s grim outlook 
work America, how you re- 
main true your source with- 
out lapsing into repetitious re- 

Director Lydia Sargent and 
her company have solved most 
these problems with seamless 
editing job. Each monologue 
stripped succinct but colorful 
essentials job description 
here, anecdote there. Char- 
acters are chosen with intui- 
tive dramatic sense, yet the col- 
lection retains the range and tex- 
ture the book. Fatigue, deg- 
radation and hopelessness echo 
throughout, but story typ- 
ical oversimplified; each 


speaker has different name, 
different life and different (of- 
ten strange) way coping with 
work. (When copy boy Charlie 
Blossom has man the phones, 
gleefully reminds irate call- 
ers that his newspaper capi- 
talist operation and refers them 
the Black Panthers.) 

While Terkel let 
views develop their own cumula- 
tive impact, Sargent and group 
give Working understated but 
discernible 
slant, and this, too, could have 
been overdone, turning the 
whole piece into tract. But the 
balance maintained here with- 
out homogenizing the political 
arguments letting them over- 
power other experiences. And 
the superb pacing and cross-cut- 
ting monologues achieve the 
lifelike continuity Chorus 
Line Nashville without 
unifying action. 

uniformly interesting actors, 
most them non-professionals. 
Neither facile, poignant nor 
it’s challenging, hard- 
edged, radical look America. 
The play has been running for 
some time and.has been exten- 
ded through February 26; de- 
serves run much longer.

THE MILL THE FLOSS, 
dramatic adaptation Mar- 
garet Wolfit George Eliot’s 
novel. the Loeb (closed). 


small table with two weighty 
parlor chairs each side, 
bookcase behind, and-a palm 
tree not far off. expected 
Alistair Sir John Giel- 
gud enter and casually dis- 
course the latest dramatic 
segment 19th-century nov- 
el. Instead, stately English 
woman wearing long, heavy 
Victorian dress and carrying 
book whose size and appearance 
insisted its age slowly made 
her way into the formal setting. 
Margaret intention was 
not explain dramatization 
Victorian novel but drama- 
tize one herself. 

her solo performance 
George Eliot’s The Mill the 
Floss, Wolfit also recreated 
fundamental aspect the Vic- 
torian reading experience. When 
read publicly, Victorian novels 
(unlike Victorian children) were 
heard and not seen. Wol- 


fit’s attempt entice her aud- 
ience into the world the novel 
aurally rather than visually was 
authentic not altogether suc- 
cessful. 

The opening vignette made 
quite clear that the visual com- 
ponent the performance was 
inconsequential. Though George 
Eliot practically provided stage 
directions for evoking the mill 
and the floss arms are 
really benumbed. have been 
pressing elbows the arm 
chair, and dreaming that 
was standing the bridge 
front Dolcorte Mill ...”), 
Wolfit remained standing, de- 
livering the opening lines with- 
out the slightest suggestion 
trance-like state. 
ically shifted seats wandered, 
but these movements served lit- 
tle dramatic purpose. 


Fine. What could more fit- 
ting than putting the burden 
presenting novel its lan- 
guage? Initially one felt unique 


pleasure the opportunity sit 
back and listen Eliot’s won- 

derfully rendered childhood 
scenes, here with ma- 
ture grace and startling precis- 


ion. The episodes involving the 
young siblings Maggie and Tom 
the fishing hooks, the dead 
rabbits, the famous hair cut 
were given particular vi- 
brancy Wolfit’s vocal agility. 
This talent proved most effec- 
tive conjuring the Dodson 
family: Wolfit’s gift for mimicry 
and Eliot’s corresponding reli- 
ance fairly stylized charac- 
ters allowed for convincing and 
comprehensive treatment 
Maggie and Tom’s maternal 
aunts and uncles both class 
and individually. However, this 
scene, like many others, show- 
cased the performer rather than 
the novelist. The wise George 
iot narrator, blend sympa- 
thetic warmth and objective 
comment, got lost the shuffle 
voices, reduced one sim- 
pler, coolly ironic tone. the 
same time the significance 
each episode became less and 
less comprehensible. Eliot dwelt 
the Dodson clan early the 
novel prepare for their later 
actions, but Wolfit’s adapta- 
tion the Dodsons never reap- 
peared. The continuity past 
and present, crucial the 
novel, was entirely absent. 


Lack continuity marred the 
second half the performance 
severely. Maggie’s developing ro- 
mantic relationships seemed lit- 
tle more than passionate self-in- 
dulgence. some sense Eliot in- 
tended portray the intelligent 
woman’s predicament Victor- 
ian times, her inevitable con- 
flict with society. But Wolfit 
supplied rather conventional 
image woman creature 
who follows the dictates 
ungoverned heart rather than 
disciplined mind. Maggie’s 
growing strength and moral ma- 
turity were missing. 

Partial responsibility for the 
speed and cursoriness the lat- 
ter part The Mill the Floss 
rests with the novelist. Eliot her- 
self admitted that “love the 
childhood scenes” led her lin- 
ger over them and thus short- 
change the concluding chapters. 
Yet even her haste, Eliot al- 
lowed none what had come be- 
fore wasted. Every elabor- 
ate episode has its later counter- 
part and consequence. Without 
such overall plan, Wolfit did 
damage her own performance 
well the novel. One could 
hardly appreciate the magnifi- 
cent power with which she in- 
vested Eliot’s frequently dense 
prose when one was preoccupied 
with making sense uncon- 
nected scenes.

Jackie McLean classic 
case too much too soon: hang- 
ing out with Charlie Parker 
while still high school, mak- 
ing his recording debut with 
Miles Davis age 19, falling 
prey early and long the bebop 
affliction, heroin. That McLean 
hung on, unlike many his 
contemporaries, testifies 
uncommon spirit that one can 
hear the most unashamedly 
wrenching alto sax sounds 
jazz. one transmitted Par- 
ker’s message more passionately 
than McLean, and time only re- 
inforces his status nonpar- 
eil hard bopper. Most his work 
from the late out print, 
but Music from the Connection, 
still obtainable used record 
stores around Boston, shows Mc- 
Lean his early peak. 

The new music Ornette 
Coleman and John Coltrane, 
which puzzled antagonized 
most his contemporaries, gave 
McLean creative second wind 
beginning 1962. The new 
sic’s alternatives fixed tem- 
pos and chordal-based impro- 
vising prodded him out the 
Got Rhythm” chord changes rut 
which had privately recog- 
nized for years. McLean 
experimenting with modes and 
changes time signatures, 
placed new emphasis the ex- 
tremes the alto’s upper and 
lower registers, replaced the pi- 
ano his group with Bobby 
Hutcherson’s vibes, and discov- 
ered dynamic young drummers 
Anthony Williams and Jack De- 
Johnette. never abandoned 
his roots entirely, however, and 
his best albums from this period 
(Let Freedom Ring, One Step 
Beyond and Destination Out are 
all still available Blue Note) 
offer the decade’s best evidence 
that bebop and newer jazz in- 
novations could coexist. 

McLean’s involvement 
educational and community pro- 
jects grew, his performing career 
slowed and eventually halted. 
Since made nightclub ap- 
pearances after 1967 and his 
Blue Note contract lapsed 
1969, American listeners as- 
sumed that McLean had be- 
come another casualty the de- 
structive jazz existence; fact, 
was counseling addicts, 
teaching music New York 
prisons, and developing the Afro- 
American Music Department 
Hartt College Hartford. 

Though still primarily in- 
volved educator Hartt, 
McLean has shown renewed in- 
terest playing publicly. sex- 
tet under his name and includ- 
ing his son Rene appeared 
Chicago and New York couple 
years back, and between 1972 
and 1974 recorded seven al- 
bums for the Danish Steeple- 
Chase label. But these were dif- 
ficult obtain until last month, 
when Inner City began crash 
program release domestically 
the entire SteepleChase cata- 
logue. Suddenly are over- 
whelmed with McLean music, 
and should fin- 
ally established. 

From the first notes 
“Smile,” the Charlie Chaplin 
warhorse that opens the 1972 col- 
lection entitled simply Jackie 
McLean, are clearly the 
presence uncommonly 
emotional player. From honks 
and corny quotes the most 
scorching runs, everything de- 
livered taut, acidic, crying 
tone. McLean’s sheer intensity 
provides the continuity between 
familiar bop and more challeng- 
ing free ideas. techniques 
and many the conceptions 
may not fresh, lis- 
tener grabbed and shaken 
nerve-end style

Alto saxophonist 
plays with his nerve-ends. 
communication. There’s strik- 
ing physical assertiveness 
solo like “Das Dat”: familiar 
licks are jostled into harmonic 
mutations and the tempo 
tugged like taffy pulled through

Ghetto Lullabye, recorded 
year later, offers good glimpse 
McLean’s double-edged per-

the title piece, while his solos 
“Jack’s Tune” and “Mode for 
Jay Mac” are replete with the 
upper-register shakes, frenzied 
incantations and guttural croon- 
ings his freer style. 

Alex Riel, who drums all 
the combo albums made Cop- 
enhagen, splendidly agitated 
throughout; the gentle bop tra- 
ditionalism expatriate pianist 
Kenny Drew and Niels-Hen- 
ning Orsted Pedersen’s modern 
mainstream bass (even with his 
strumming and speedy execu- 
tion, Pedersen recalls one 
much Ray Brown) make for 
appropriately eclectic rhythm 
section. 

During the same 1973 Danish 
visit, McLean was recorded with 
two highly complementary saxo- 
phonists, and the astuteness 
these projects attests the taste 
SteepleChase producer Nils 
Winther. The guest Ode 
Gary Bartz, the young 
alto player most clearly influ- 
enced McLean. One needn’t 
look far trace the syrup and 
bite Bartz’s tone, the occa- 
sional snap his articulation 
and the fervor his vibrato. 
Bartz has transformed the Mc- 
Lean approach: his lines are gen- 
erally longer and developed more 
sequentially, although will of- 
ten (as in- 
dulge muted cries and hefty 
sighs. McLean, the left chan- 
nel throughout, plays superbly, 
stressing oblique harmony and 
dropping venomous suggestions 


~by biting off the ends his runs. 


His incredible workout Bird’s 
proves that age has 
not withered, nor custom staled, 
the wonders found the 
Got chord sequence.

tastic here, treating the changes 
like ball string keeps 
dropping and retrieving, letting 
little more out each time the 
ball drops. Gordon’s solo ex- 
presses preference for greater 
harmonic order which hardly 
sounds limiting spins com- 
plex lines with the greatest pre- 
cision. 

SteepleChase’s final pair 
McLean albums, both from 
1974, stress more contemporary 
concerns and playing situations. 
Surely which Mc- 
Lean joined only drummer 
Michael Carvin, the most 
challenging setting his lengthy 
career. Both men use flutes, 
voices and miscellaneous per- 
cussion well their primary 
instruments highly charged 
and happy-sounding series du- 
ets. The tough directness Mc- 
Lean’s alto pieces like 
Hunter and His and 
the keeps the 
feeling basic, and Carvin coun- 
ters with thick underpinning 
true Elvin Jones/DeJohnette 
fashion. There are, however, per- 
haps few too many pieces or- 
ganized around chanting and re- 
peated drum figures, and some 
tracks featuring full combo 
would have enhanced the effect 
the individual duets. 

Finally there New York 
Calling McLean’s working 
sextet the time, the Cosmic 
Brotherhood. The writing here, 
trumpeter Billy Skinner and 
pianist Billy Gault, recalls Mc- 
Lean’s last Blue Note sessions 
its stress bass vamps, pedal 
points and shimmering, exotic 
moods, Rene McLean echoes 
some his father’s ideas ten- 
or, though his soprano work 
much more concerned with 
speed.

Still krazy after all these years 


But the Kinks try play for change

It’s been years since “You 
Really Got Me,” and the Kinks 
viable. concert the 
Music Hall February they 
purveyed healthy set engag- 
ing tunes, and their new Arista 
album, Sleepwalker, may well 
prove one their best. It’s not 
longevity alone that’s issue, 
because the charts are full 
geriatric rockers, from the Jeffer- 
son Starship the Four Sea- 
sons, who traded their iconog- 
raphies clutch new au- 
diences. Only the Who and the 
Rolling Stones come mind 
Kinks contemporaries who 
maintain, some measure, their 
original stances, and the form- 
er’s metabolism severely re- 
duced while the latter seem 
survive dare. But their 
years, the Kinks have released 
well over albums; since 1969 
the Kinks have toured more fre- 
quently than any contemporary 
star-quality British band; and 
they’ve remained one the most 
debated acts rock history. The 
Kinks are living legends. 

course hasn’t all been 
rosy. There was bleak period 
for couple years prior 
when their following 
dwindled cult dimensions and 
nobody took them seriously. And 
there was spell right after 
when they traipsed

Civic violence nothing new
